Letter  From  New  Hampshire. 

In  various  exhibitions,  where  are 
displayed  the  latest  results  in  inven- 
tions and  manufactures,  we  frequently 
across,  in  the  exhibit  of  carri- 
ages, and  other  means  of  locomotion 
an  old  fashioned  lumbering  concern, 
the  family  carriage  of  some -gentlemen 
of  an  earlier  period,  we  find  this  car- 
riage rooiny  amply  provided  with  pock- 
ets, with  a  place  lor  trunks,  and  in 
everyway  fitted  for  a  long  journey.  And 
fact,  we  have  to  glance  but  a  short 
itarce  back  into  the  past  to  the 
time  when  carriages  of  this  descrip- 
!u  n,  supp'c-ncnted  hy  the  stage  caach- 
ere  the  only  means  of  Inland  loco- 
in.  A  trip  from  Boston  to  New 
Hampshire  meant  a  great  deal  more 
then,  than  it  does  now.  Then  it  was  a 
journey  of  days,  now  of  hours  j  then 
t  store  ol  provender  had  to  be 
packed  away  in  the  same  family  car- 
'  igc  besides  numerous  calls  upon  the 
hostlerics  on  the  way  j  now  the  trav- 
eller has  but  to  scat  himself  in  the 
cars,  after  purchasing  his  ticket,  the 
price  of  which  is  ridiculously  small 
compared  with  the  cost  of  transporta- 
tion by  the  old  plan,  and  in  a  few 
hours  he  is  at  his  journey's  end. 

All  these  thoughts  have  presented 
themselves  to  your  correspondent  very 
forclhly  in  the  last  few  days. 

On  Monday  last  I  seated  myself  In 
the  train  leaving  the  Boston  and  Low- 
ill  Depot  at  8  30  a.  m.  and  In  the 
short  space  of  three  hours  and  twenty 
tes  found  myself  at  Laconia,  N. 
H.,  a  distance  of  a  little  over  one  hun- 
dred miles. 

A  walk  of  two  or  three  minutes 
brought  us  to  the  farm  of  Col.  Thos. 
J.  Whipple,  which  is  to  be  our  home 
ro  weeks.  The  Colonel  is  an  old 
campaigner  of  the  Mexican  and  Civ 
r»,  a  man  with  an  inexhaustible 
fund  of  onecdoto  and  witty  converts 
tion,  the  very  prinre  of  hosts.  His 
farm  comprises  twenty-one  acres, 
itching  from  the  street  down  to  Lake 
Wlnnesquam,  a  beautiful  sheet  o( 
,  shut  hi  by  high  mountainous 
hills.  Standing  on  the  borders  of 
this  lake  at  evening,  one  gets  a  view 
of  the  sun  disappearing  behind  the 
high  hills  across  the  Mke,  and  bath- 
ing the  lake  In  Its  mellow  thus,  which 
would  repay  one  for  coming  a  much 
longer  distance. 

The  Colonel  although  he  farms  for 
pleasure,  not  for  profit,  Is,  neverthe- 
less, not  oue  of  that  class  of  gentleman 
farmers,  so  called,  who  sink  money 
Into  the  soil  with  no  rclurn.    tie  Is 
practical,  and  successful,  and  lilt  table 
supplied,  with  the  exception  of 
meals,  entirely  from  his  fnrm  |  even 
ihc  bread  It  made  from  wheat  which 
waves  In  the  field  1 .1  sight  of  his  din- 
ing room.   The  same  backward  sea- 
sou  which  has  attended  us  In  Mamta 
chiitetts,  has  been  also,  with  the  far- 
In  New  Hampshire.  The  hoy 
crnpM  barely  liarvrstctl;  now  polaloci 
hkh  are  generally  a  part  of  the  Fourth 
of  July  dinner  of  the  Laconia  lormcr, 
yet  things  of  the  lutnre. 
.Hinnl*  In  ,i  town  of  about  four 
thousand  Inhabitants,  bordering 


Lake  Winnipisscogce,  Long  Bay,  and 
Great  Bay,  being  in  fact  entirely  sur- 
rounded by  water  on  almost  every 
side.  The  Wicrs,  n  noted  resort  for 
camp  meetings,  is  in  Laconia.  Like 
Cohasset  Laconia's  population  is 
much  augmented  during  the  sum- 
mer by  visitors,  but,  unlike  Co- 
hasset It  has  other  means  of  support; 
here  are  located  the  Ranlct  Car  Works 
where  are  manufactured  the  cars,  both 
freight  and  passenger,  used  on  the 
Boston,  Concord,  and  Montreal  road, 
four  oiwfive  factories  where  hosiery  is 
made  by  the  Abell  knitting  machine, 
cotton  and  woolen  mills,  iron  foundry 
machine  shop,  nnd  so  on.

The  Art  or  Salad  Making 

A  more  liberal  use  of  green  food 
would  add  greatly  to  the  health  ol  the 
lnrming  community,  nnd  also  to  the 
delicacies  ol  their  tables.  Water- 
cresses,  eaten  with  oulv  a  little  ealt,  are 
very  beneficial  to  the  physical  system, 
nnd  they  should  bo  more  generally  cul- 
tivated, lint  nt  present  they  are  rarely 
met  with,  excepting  iu  city  markets, 
aud  tbsn  they  are  beyond  the  purses  ol 
the  poor,  tn  Knglnnd  ibey  ars  grown 
wherever  a  little  brook  runs,  nnd  i 
sold  al  a  pcuDy  n  quart".  There 
always  o  tendency  to  lever  in  the  su 
m«r  season,  nnd  whatever  will  cool  und 
clenusethe  blood  is  desirable  for  a  diet. 
Water-cresses  abound  in  these  proper- 
ties. They  ciin  be  kept  ficeli  in  cold 
wntcr,  nnd  should  be  csteu  with  a  little 
salt  like  n  radish.  For  a  garnish  Ic 
dishes  of  meat  they  nro  nlso  very  pleas- 
ing Wntcr-cressee  will  grow  readily 
from  seeds,  nnd  they  can  be  sown  on 
tho  edges  ol  n  (ouutniu,  u  binok,  or  • 
pond,  aud  will  grow  at  nuy  season 
whcu  the  wtitsr  is  not  (roaeii.  Lettuce 
is  nlso  o(  great  value  ns  a  cooler  of  the 
blood  tu  tbo  spriug  aud  summer,  aud  it 
should  alwuys  be  sencd  at  tlie  dinner 
table,  il  not  nt  breakfast  also, 

F'nruicrs  cut  too  much  lal  meat,  and 
too  little  grecu  food,  to  snstniu  the  sys- 
tem tu  n  proper  couiluiou.  ttive  n 
Frenchman  or  n  Germs u  n  head  of  let- 
tuce, n  couple  of  hnrd  boiled  eggs,  with 
oil,  vinegar,  salt  nud  pepper,  and  a  loaf 
of  hren.l,  with  a  cup  of  coffee, 
will  Care  more  sumptuously  than  nn 
Aiuericnu  upon  ronst  meat  of  any  kicd. 
Il  is,  moreover,  n  far  more  wholesome 
meal  tor  n  hot  dny  Omit  pork  and  bem 
or  boiled  pork  nod  greens,  while  the 
housewife  cnu  prcpnro  it  witb  uincb  less 
discomfit  to  herself.  Of  course,  one 
cnunol  expect  that  ull  dinners  will  take 
kindly  to  sweet  oil,  but  sweet  creimi  ii 
much  better  in  tho  preparation  of  sal 
ads,  nud  it  can  be  mixed  with  the  yclki 
of  raw  eggs,  a  littlo  salt,  pepper  nud 
viucgar,  and  n  sprinkling  ol  tnustitrd, 
if  relished,  in  such  proportions  as  fc 
form  n  delicious  dressing  nod  be  n  dain- 
ty dish.  A  Spanish  proverb  says  il 
takes  (our  persons  to  make  n  nice  sulnd 
— ''a  spendthrift  for  oil,  n  counsellor 
lor  salt,  n  miser  for  vinegar,  nnd  a  mad- 
man to  mix  thenl." 

It  is  a  niistnko  fo  wash  lettuce*  ns  il 
will  lose  its  crispocss.  Cut  tbo  heads 
freshly  from  tbo  garden,  break  off  their 
ontside  leaves,  and  cut,  or  rather  break 
the  leaves.  A  knife  injures  the  crisp- 
i,  and  ibey  can  be  lorn  apart  with 
the  fingers  mon  easily.  For  tbe  dres-

Bent  it 
small  bowl,  chop  the  whites 
of  the  eggs  very  finely,  aud  mix 
with  the  dressiug,  and  turn  it  over  the 
lettuce  when  ready  to  serve,  or  serve  it 
separately  in  a  snuccbont.

Mr.  Wm.  Weston  and  son  while  rid 

j  over  the  track  at  the  railroad 
crossing  near  the  Fair  grounds,  ai 
M.irshtield,  on  Thursday  last,  were  run 
o\-c.-  by  the  5.30  p.  m.  train  from  Bos 
ton  and  instantly  killed.  The  Itorsc 
had  barely  crossed  the  track  and 
caped  injury.  'Hie  carriage  was  c 
plctcly  demolished.  Mr.  Weston 
thrown  several  feet  and  terribly  11 
gled.
